Did your fave make NPR’s list of best teen novels? 


The “Harry Potter’ 
series

J.K. Rowling’s Harry Potter series tops NPR’s list of lOO favorite teen novels: That’s the en- 
tire set of seven books, from “Harry Potter and the Sorcerer’s Stone” to “Harry Potter and 
the Deathly Hallows.” NPR announced the list Tuesday voted on by listeners and readers. 

The Top lo include fantasies and dramas, science fiction and historical fiction, and most 
interestingly, contemporary books and classics. Suzanne Collins’ “The Hunger Games” and 
its sequels, popularized by the hit film, came in at No. 2, followed immediately by the Harp- 
er Lee classic “To Kill a Mockingbird” (which was also a hit film way back in 1962). 

Positions four through nine are dominated by John Green, a 34-year-old Printz Award 
winner, and J.R.R. Tolkien, who died in 1973 at the age of 81. Green comes in at No. 4 and 
No. 9, with “The Fault in Our Stars” and “Looking for Alaska,” respectively Tolkien’s “The 
Hobbit” is at No. 5 and “Lord of the Rings” series at No. 7. 

Rounding out the top 10 are a mix of classic and contemporary writers. J.D. Salinger’s 
“The Catcher in the Rye” (1951) is at No. 6, Ray Bradbury’s “Fahrenheit 451” (1953) at No. 8, 
and, from 2005, Markus Zusak’s “The Book Thief” at No. 10. 

The long 100 favorites list includes books that are sweet— “The Princess Bride” by Wil- 
liam Goldman at No. 17— and books that are terrifying, such as No. 18, William Golding’s 
“Lord of the Flies.” There are best-sellers: “The Sisterhood of the Traveling Pants” by Ann 

Brashares, the “Matched” series by Ally Condie, Stephenie Meyer’s “Twilight” series. And 
there are major prize winners — Sherman Alexie’s “The Absolutely True Diary of a 
Part-Time Indian” won the National Book Award, “The Curious Incident of 
the Dog in the Night-Time” won the Guardian Children’s Fiction Prize, 
and M.T Anderson’s “Feed” won the Los Angeles Times Book Prize.

Indian official, in U.S. to 
attend wedding, to meet 
with grieving families

Many Indians planned to greet Punjab’s chief 
minister with music and banners as he arrived 
Tuesday at O’Hare— but that quickly changed 
following this week’s fatal shootings inside a 
Milwaukee-area Sikh temple. Instead, a somber 
crowd welcomed the leader with comforting 
hugs and handshakes. 

“Everybody is in a gloomy mood,” said Lakh- 
want Singh Komal, 65, of Skokie, before Chief 
Minister Parkash Singh Badal’s arrival. “We’re 
trying to be positive.” 

Badal, who also is a Sikh, is in the U.S. with 


several other ministers from his cabinet to at- 
tend the weekend wedding of a Punjabi of- 
ficial’s niece in Milwaukee. Members of the 
cabinet, who made the travel plans prior to the 
shootings, were at a loss for words when asked 
how the Sikh community will move forward. 

As chief minister, Badal is the leader of the 
legislative and executive bodies of Punjab, a 
state in northwest India. He said his first prior- 
ity will be meeting with grieving families, many 
of whom want the bodies of their loved ones 
sent to India. 

Before being whisked to his car by state po- 
lice and other security, Badal urged members 
of the Sikh community and Punjabis to keep 
“peace and harmony” despite the recent slay- 
ings. He added that many in India still are in 
shock.

Gunman pleads guilty 
In Tucson slayings 


D TUCSON, Ariz. A 23-year-old college drop- 
out pleaded guilty Tuesday to killing six 
people and wounding 13 others, including then- 
U.S. congresswoman Gabrielle Giffords, in an 
Arizona shooting rampage last year, and will be 
spared the death penalty in exchange. 

Jared Loughner entered his guilty pleas in 
federal court in Tucson shortly after he was 
ruled mentally competent to stand trial on 
charges, including first degree murder, by Dis- 
trict Judge Larry Burns. 

“I plead guilty,” Loughner, dressed in a khaki 
prison jumpsuit, said to each of the 19 counts 
read in court by Burns. 

Giffords, a representative from Arizona who 
was seen as a rising star in the Democratic Party 


was meeting constituents at a Tucson supermar- 
ket Jan. 8, 2011, when she was shot through the 
head at close range. The six people killed include 
a federal judge and a 9 -year-old girl. 

Under a plea agreement, federal prosecu- 
tors, who originally charged Loughner with 49 
criminal counts, have agreed not to seek the 
death penalty against him. Burns will sentence 
Loughner on Nov 15, and he could face multiple 
terms of life in prison. 

The 19 counts he pleaded guilty to include 
murder, attempted murder and the attempted 
assassination of Giffords. 

Mark Kelly, Giffords’ husband, said in a 
statement before the hearing that the couple 
were “satisfied” with the plea agreement.

I was wondering if you actually take any 
inspiration from film scores. 

I think when we were younger we both 
watched a lot of films and enjoyed certain 
soundtracks. I guess it’s sort of inevitable for 
that to come up because of the name, and the 
way music functions in film can sometimes 
be analogous to what we’re trying to do. 

What films made an impact on you growing 
up? 

Maybe “Fantasia.” I also grew up really liking 
this film version of ‘The Magic Flute,” an 
opera by Mozart. My parents are professional 
classical musicians, so I watched that a lot as 
a kid. 

Have you ever recorded alongside your

Acttially, everybody in my family but my 
youngest brother is on the record. My par- 
ents play strings on it. 

How did your folks resist the urge to 
throw you and your two younger 
brothers in a van and drive around like some 
classical music version of The Partridge 
Family? 

[Laughs.] ^ah, that didn’t happen because 
we were too stubborn. But we would watch 
“The Sound of Music ’’—that’s another film 
that was a big part of my childhood— and my 
dad always liked the idea of having our own 
version of the von Trapp family singers. 

This is a fairly dense record. Is it difficult to 
re-create that sound with just you and Theo 
onstage?

“Wolverine is a strong, stocky, powerful character meant to be intimidating at first sight,” 
Thurman says. 

Nutrition: Diet composed of high amounts of quality calories consisting of protein from lean 
meats and equal to higher amounts of quality carbohydrates, such as quinoa, oats (prefer- 
ably steel-cut oats), whole grains and spelt bread. You will need to eat your greens to get and 
maintain that six-pack, so eat a lot of veggies. 

Training: To get the amount of muscle that Wolverine has, you must train the way he looks- 
heavy and hard. Lift weights 4-5 days a week focusing on compound heavy movements 
such as squats and presses. Do 6-12 reps per exercise. Your cardio should consist of running 
sprints, jumping rope or boxing a couple days a week for 20-30 minutes. Intensity is the key. 



Lara Croft, tomb raider 

Lara Croft is known for her strong arms and legs so she 
can raid tombs and kick some major butt. 

Nutrition: Clean and well-balanced diet of “foods from 
nature,” Thurman says, which means unprocessed 
foods with no preservatives such as fresh fruits, veg- 
etables and meats. “Eat like a caveman,” he says. You’ll 
need a lot of proteins, too, along with healthy carbs and 
fats. 

Training: Hit the gym 2-4 days a week, focusing on a 
split routine of upper body and lower body with focus 
on “show” parts, including arms and legs. Squat with 
weights; do deadlifts, hamstring curls and biceps curls. 
Do an overall body resistance training program that 
includes push-ups, planks, rows and lunges. Just make 
sure to work all the major muscle groups: arms, legs, 
chest and back. And throw in one intense ab workout a 
week. Get short intense cardio by playing sports.

FOOD QUEST 

LOCATION: TAYLOR STREET

Lately the crowds strolling Little Italy’s main drag, Taylor Street, are just as likely to be in search 
of a craft cocktail as clams casino. In the past few years, the street has welcomed fresh faces 
such as lively restaurant and wine bar Davanti Enoteca, punk gastropub Three Aces and charm- 
ing small-plates spot Urban Union. But if you’ve experienced only the new kids on the block, 
it’s time for a history lesson: Many of the area’s culinary legends have existed for decades and 
helped establish the neighborhood as an Italian mecca. This half-mile stretch of Taylor Street 
provides a crash course, kbernot@tribune.com i @kbernot 



1. First: AFs Beef 1079 w. Tayiorst 312-226-4017 

In 1938, Al Ferreri and two of his family members introduced the city to the now-iconic 
Italian beef sandwich: thinly sliced, marinated beef, peppers and spicy giardiniera on a 
soak-it-all-up roll ($5.50 for a regular; $7.70 for a large). The original location is steeped as 
much in history as it is in juicy gravy, so you’ll get a taste of old Chicago as you lean over 
the counter in the perfect sandwich-eating “Italian Stance.” 


2. Next: Mario’s Italian Lemonade loee w. Tayiorst. 

Whatever you do, just don’t call it “Italian ice.” Mario’s serves Italian 
lemonade, and the plain lemon flavor ($1.50 for a small; $2.50 for a me- 
dium) at this red-, white- and green-painted stand is simple, but leagues 
better than competitors. It’s a little sweet, a lot tart and flecked with 
actual pieces of lemon peel. The only time to choose another flavor 
would be when Mario’s happens to serve its elusive, seasonal peach 
flavor. Order from the front window, then try to avoid a brain freeze as 
you wander west on Taylor. Since 1954, Mario’s has been synonymous 
with summer, and it’s open May through September. 




3. Last: Conte di Savoia 

1438 W. Tayiorst. 312-666-3471 

Finish your excursion the way a true Italian would, 
with an espresso. Market and deli Conte di Savoia 
is known for its piled-high sandwiches, but caffeine 
freaks know the Illy espresso ($1.42) served here is as 
good as what you’d get across the Atlantic, and the 
10-ounce cappuccino for $1.50 might be the best deal 
in town. You probably won’t be able to stomach any 
more goodies after this meal, but peruse the shelves 
for imported meats, cheeses, pastas and oils to take 
home as souvenirs of your excursion.

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Hope for better marriage, movie 



Is it asking too much 
that a movie about a 
married couple trying 
to recapture the spark 
avoid something as 
obvious as A 1 Green’s 
“Let’s Stay Together?” 

Apparently “Hope 
Springs” has no inter- 
est in surprise or un- 
earthing anything be- 
low the surface. Sure, 
closed-off grump 
Arnold (Tommy 
Lee Jones) wouldn’t 
admit that his 31-year 
marriage to Kay (Meryl Streep) classifies as 
anything less than rosy She makes his break- 
fast each morning and doesn’t complain when 
he falls asleep in front of a TV that’s always 
set to golf (“It’s like being married to ESPN,” 
she eventually admits.) Kay however, longs to 
recapture a “real” marriage, and she thinks a 
weekend with Maine marriage counselor Dr. 
Feld (Steve Carell) could shake the dust off 
this Nebraska couple that hasn’t had sex in 
close to five years.

In fact, sex represents nearly all that 
first-time feature screenwriter Vanessa 
Taylor (“Game of Thrones”) has on her mind. 
Dr. Feld asks questions almost exclusively 
focused on Arnold and Kay’s sex life and 
fantasies. The questions are legitimate. 
Physical harmony of course, counts for a 
lot in a relationship, and “Hope Springs” 
deserves points for embracing that aspect 
of its 60 -something characters’ lives. Yesis 
of poor communication and the resulting 
emotional distance have fueled the physical 
gap between Arnold and Kay The trouble in 
the latest shallow effort from director David 
Frankel (“The Big Tfear,” “Marley and Me”) 
comes from the characterization of a tired 
marriage without nuance (unlike, say, the 
beautiful and heartbreaking portrait of aging 
love in ‘Away From Her”). Anyone glancing at 
Kay and Arnold can spot their unhappiness. 

“Hope Springs” resists getting too cutesy 
with its small-town setting or overdoing its 


sex jokes, though awkwardly underplaying 
Kay gripping cookie dough in the grocery 
store and considemg using a banana for a cer- 
kind of Jractic| results in neither a laugh 
nor a moment of truth with the right tone. 

It goes without saying that Streep and Jones 
can deliver when required, and when Kay 
and Arnold put some effort into each other, 
the actors capture a shared history between 
people trying to prevent it from being noth- 


ing more than history Mostly though, this 
tale asks us to wait around until these people 
recognize what we see immediately resting on 
simple notions of romantic detachment and 
tropes like playing on the kitchen floor as the 
epitome of sexual adventurousness. 

“Hope Springs” becomes what Arnold fears 
ordering at the upscale diner in Great Hope 
Springs, Maine: comfort food whose flavor 
doesn’t justify the price.
